Feb. 15, 1903, there were in the library 3,001 volumes. During the 
year there were added sixty-eight volumes purchased with money 
given by the town, and three volumes of Lossing’s Pictorial History of 
the Wars of 1776and 1812 with the money given by Mrs. Richardson and 
Mr. Cragin. Miss. R. Miles in connection with several sets of our 
most popular magazines, gave ten volumes of books; Dr. Charles 
Fisk a history of the town of Milford; Amory Heald, one volume ; 
Allen Searles, three volumes ; N. Child, one volume ; M. H. Fisk, one 
volume, making a total of 93 volumes. So we have in the library at 
the present time 3,094 volumes. 


Mrs. Jonas W. Gatesand Mrs. Sarah S. Gallup of Leominster, Mass., 
have given for the library a picture of their grandmother who was a 
granddaughter of Maj. Heald, and also a picture of two chairs which 
belonged to Mrs. Maj. Heald when she commenced housekeeping. 

During the year the library has been patronized about as usual by 
our citizens, and the deep interest in it by our summer boarders shows 
that it may have no small influence in persuading that important class 
to come to town. The trustees speak with much praise of the kind- 
ness and general care of those who have the library in charge.
